The tfeahipetca whole- 
avlar thrice refused to handle OSWALD IN NOT ORLEANS t C \SS FOR CONPPIPAOY, t^ice 
aft r h? knew I would be on the Tyne Show, It was not until ten daya ^fter that 
war aired in Washington (the week after the Mew York showing, end I didn't ge t 
to aes it) that he ordered cay books, by than having miesed the impact of the show, 
Th* **ew Orleans wholesaler, while estimating hi sole could reach 15,000 copies, 
refused to handle the book without an advance $50,000.00 indemnification arein a 
non-existent la^-suit that his lawyer admitted was both unlikely end not because 
there any libel in the bock.

TT'in New York* v hicago nd "eat Soest stations welcome ^e, even oay my expense a 
to ot to tneir studios, as do other TV stations, but not York. If you recall 
my enreerence on the Alan 3urke Show e year end a hlf ago, tb t lfi the only TV 
sppeerence I*ve had in ^ew York* Thay could not avoid me on the Minority A eport 
shos th>»t f-llo ed it, because I had established the prospect of its success and 
established an audience, but ©bout two hours of me wes edited out of th^t ehow.

But of all that he a to dote been 
published, thore is not s single major point that I die not first publish# And 
for this, not a single friend of them late President has had any help, not a single 
publisher any interest ox support# ball reprinted my first two books (end I still 
await an adequate accounting or the payment of royalties, for which 1*11 probably 
have to rue, and 1 have not a cent with which to pay a lawyer). They than offered 
me a goed advance to do my New Orleans book, which 1 had partly written when they 
cede the offer# I do not know whst pressure they felt, but they broke their agree- 
ment and paid not a cent of the advance# In order to get even n very small publisher 
to hands it, so great is the feer, I had to forgo any advance or royalties and 
m ke 3 shera deal. If they profit, I f ll share the crofite# If they lose, 1*11 
ahara that, too. They did a miserable job of editing, almost no proofreading, 
hive r. petit not 9 single cent for advertising, can only improvise distribution, 
end I*ve hsi to do ICQt of the promotion work myself, in addition to aLl thexother 
things that have, until the peat two we-ks, taken up a day that averages between 
18 and 20 hour3# 

I do get s kind of help from plain, ordinary, " unimportant'’ people, parti- 
cularly in arranging p'ea ranees for me end housing and transporting me when I 
g.?t to go around. A few also try and help by offering sug -estiona from their 
own research (you* 11 firJ these few credited in my writing)# But not e single 
important person, no publication of any kind, no oingle ono of the ra ny now- 
in ortent politioiens who owe thsir prospects ana positions to the late rresident 
b*o lifted 8 finger. 

'hen 1 bring m new book out, I always send one to Cardinal Cushing, In the 
hope th t he at* y ba the instrument for sene help reaching me# He made c fine state- 
ment a year ago# Alas, h* has stopred with that# I am particularly distressed at 
this because increasingly my mail reveals a campaign to blame the Catholic w hurch 
for the assassination. Thi3 horrifies me, and I answer every letter with e denial# 
It lilce wise horrifies me that increasingly p ople feel and say as I say on ppges 
6 and 9 cf fRCTCGRAIEIC WEIT&VAfH: SUPPRESSED lEKiSDY ASSASS INATION PICTURES, that 
the obvious benefioiary ofxthe aesaasinatlon had something to do with it. But when 
the President is personally responsible for theoontinuing suppression of whet 
cannot properly be suppressed and whet should not be, how else can people feel'* 
or, indeed, how else should they feel? 
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It was not my initial purposext- answer your fin? letter with an 
outburst of this sort. Perhaps because you are so restricted in your movements 
aril what **cu can do, I wanted to assure that whatever the cost-end it has been 
freat beyond your comprehension or anyone olse’s- we will continue what we haw© 
bo-pan, at l^ast through th? publication of what wo project, a minimum of six books, 
probably seven.
